ALFALFA OR LUCERNE CLOVER. The demand 
for this great forage plant has increased wonderfully 
throughout all the Southern and Western states. 

To get the best satisfactory results, great care 
must be taken to have a good stand. To do this, 
have the land heavily surface-manured and then 
plow deep and harrow afterwards. Then sow the 
seed either broadcast or in drills, twelve inches 
apart, at the rate of 20 to 25 lbs. to the acre. If 
sown late in April, the first blossoms will show 
about the 10th of July, and a few days thereafter, 
the foliage of the young Alfalfa, not over 6 inches 
high, will turn yellow. This is a sign the first crop 
must be harvested and removed. Sowing can also 
be done in late summer, but in our locality it is not 
advisable to sow later than first part of September.
